Ever/ perfect voice potsesios the (nil 


musical acale, acd each register 1s capa- 
ble, U properly used of« xpresnlng a dif- 
ferent pba;e of character, and a different 
variety of emotion, 
Tbe first fiix tones 


are tboi* in most common usage, 
i 


though few voicea are sufficiently cnlti- 
vated to employ more than five, and in 
America the average ia bat four. 


My classification of the various tones 


is oa folio we: The flrct or lowest tone 
expresses power, insistence and force; 
the second, self-pity and diffidence; the 
third, aweetnen, kindness, what 
ia 


called tbe "human tone"; fourth, aspir- 
ation; fifth, brilliancy, kail-possession, 
the great "world tone"; and sixth, con- 
tentment, peace and happineis. 


The American voice owes its monot- 


onous quality tu the fact that it see mi 
limited to the use at the lower tones ia 
the lesle; indeed, many American voices 
employ only the first and second tones, 
with the first in predominance. 
This 


gives also to our national voice those 
qualities of insistence, barih accentua- 
tion and tiresomeness for which • we are 
criticised on both mdes of the Atlantic. 


The "center voice," which includes 


both tbe fourth and fifth tonei, is the 
beat for common household nse for two 
reason*. It does not tire, the voice and 
bai tbe 
power of easily projecting 


Itself. 


Tbe difference between the American 


and English voice lies mainly in the 
different 
register used, the English 


woman using the npoer tones and ris- 
ing cadence, which ia more musical in 
effect, while the American voice drops 
from the center tone down, exhausting 
(he vocal chords and producing a stri- 
dent effect. 


Many American voices are mined in 


onr public leboels. . Tbe rooms ere 
large, there i» apt to be a great deal of 
confusion and in either reciting or a peak- 
ing tbe children are constantly admon- 
iahad "lo speak louder," without being 
taught tbe scientific method for increas- 
ing the volume of their voices. Thus

vated to employ more than fivt>, and in 
America the average is but four.

Tho insuranqo war is bogi ning to as] 


•ntno,largo proportions. The fight which 
waa precipitated In Alamoda County gives 
promise of spreading throughout the entire 
I'aoltlo coast nud involving the companion 
ia a conflict whioh must auroly end in dle- 
aatiir to not a few ot them. The situation 
locally is manifestly unimproved, f rocn Iho 
agents'point of view. Tbo light for busi- 
ness Is just as keen and sharp aa it was at 
the outset of the campaign. There ia on no 
side any evidence that the .white flag has 
been raised. There Is hardly an agent In 
tbe city who is not, out out for business at 
all hazards, and ratea ai:e merely a soooudr 
ary consideration. Tho fooling ia' preva- 
lent that the only hope for a cessation of: 
hostilities lies In the reorganization of 
the inaura nee compact. 
It looks very 


much aa if thla. would not be accomplished 
wiihoot ft continuance of the present-strife 
throughout the Pacific coast. It is mani- 
fest nlao that local Insurers will eventually 
protlt by tho war. 
Alaouda county, and the city of Oak- 
lanil particularly, la a very much favored 
oommnnlty from an insurance point of 
flew. 
(ieneriil managers have, during 
"compact" times, boon enabled, through 
the hush rains which prevailed here, to re- 
coup htavy drains on their income by rea- 
son of )6ss«a elsewhere. The local agents 
tbeinnslves do not hesitate to affirm that 
inaurera hove bneu '.'oinalied,!' and they 
promiwd that rates should KO down as 
Boon as thty were able to effect n unani- 
mous Combination ot their, interest*. As 
the organisation of, tho local mon waa a 
failure, nothing in thla direction was dune. 
The niero fact that thia community was a 
good risk and profits were hoiivy, wus a 
strong Inducement to make anehtfor busi- 
ness.

Uniting haa not reached that 
mark in the rush for general business, but 
offers have been 'made o. SO come in sev- 
eral cases, There la mrery reason to bo- 
lleve that a limit must be reached apon iu 
thla fight, for a number' ot coLUoaniea are 
becoming very tired of rewriting a policy 
at leas than cost.

Our voices should be aa mobile and 


capable of expressing our every emotion 
m are our features. The quality of oar 
voice is our own, but the form of its ex- 
pression 19 external, and can bo im- 
proved by culture. 


Every perfsct voice poesesina tho (nil 
musical scale, acd each register is capa- 
ble, if properly used ofs xpresitinp: a dif- 
ferent pha-e of character, and a different 
variety of emotion. 
The first fir tones 


are thoi« in most common usage, a'- 
though few voices are sufficiently culti- 
vated to employ more than five, and in 
America the average ia out lour. 


My classification of the various tones 


ie as follows: The first or lowast tone 
expresses power, insmtenco and forco , 
the second, self-pity and diffidence; the 
third, sweetness, kindness, what 
in 


called the "human tone"; fourth, aspir- 
ation; fifth, brilliancy, belt-possession, 
the great "world tone"; anil sixth, con- 
tentment, peace and happineia. 
The American voica owes its monot- 


onous quality to the fact that it seemi 
limited to the ine ol tbe lower tones in 
the scale; indeed, many American voices 
employ only the first aad second tones, 
with the first in predominance. 
Thia 


gives also to our national voice those 
qualities of insistence, harsh accentua- 
tion and tiresomeness for which we are 
criticised on both aides of the Atlantic. 
The "center voice," which includes 
both the fourth and flfth tones, is the 
best for common household use for twc 
rtasont. It does not tire the voice and 
has the power of easily 
projecting 
itself. 


Tbe difference between the American 


and English voice lies mainly in the 
diffeient 
register 
used, the English 
woman using the upoer tones and ris- 
ing cadence, wmch is more musical in 
effect, while the American voice drops 
from the center tone down, exhausting 
the vocal chords and producing a stri- 
dent effect. 


Many American voice* are rained in 
our public sohoels. 
The rooms are 
large, there in apt to be a great deal ol 
eooinsiOD and in either reciiingor speak 
ing tbe children are constantly admon- 
ished "to aoeak loader," without being 
taught tbe scientific matnod for increas- 
ing the volume of their voices. Thus 
the vocal organs, 0rhich arc delicate 
ia the extreme, are overstrained and 
tbe music ol 
tke' voice forever de- 
stroyed.
